Diet and Health 


Blood Tests in Diagnosis 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


IN MAKING a complete exam­ 
ination in order to arrive at a 
diagnosis of the patn>nt, the ex 
amination of the blood i* very im-

portent. 
The blood goes every­ 
where in the body: it is a sort of 
common reservoir for all chem­ 
ical renrtions that occur, as well 
a* reactions against infection and 
contagious diseases. 
Examination of the blood to see 
what the anatomical condition is 
also has its importance. The blood 
is formed in the bone marrow and 
the cells float for a few weeks or 
months and are then destroyed in 
the spleen or liver. 
ii some sort of infection — a 
severe influenza or other weaken­ 
ing disease—comes along, there is 
a depression of the bone marrow, 
the number of cells formed will 
diminiah and we have a condition 
of anemia. This is an important 
indication for treatment in that 
various foods, vitamins, iron and 
liver should be given in order to 
bripg the blood up to normal. 
Besides the red cells there are 
also the white cells or phagocytes 
in th* blood, which appear any 
plaoe where there is inflammation 
or infected cute or burns and 
which do their part in killing off 
these invaders. 
In a case of appendicitis or 
pneumonia the physician often 
wants to know whether the pa­ 
tient’s defend* are responding 
properly and there is no better 
way to tell than to find out how 
many leucocytes are in the circu­ 
iting blood. 
Whereas normally 
nere are about 8.000, in the ca<e 
of 
pneumonia 
or 
appendicitis 
there may be 30.000 or 40,000. 
This condition, known as leucocy- 
to*is, is a good indication but it 
is also a method of measuring the 
favorable response of the body. 
Fortunately the technical meth­ 
ods which determine the number 
of red cells and white cells are 
very simple and can be done with­ 
out 
any 
laboratory 
equipment 
other than a microscope and a 
counting chamber. 
Bot these anatomical features 


of th* blood are only the beginning 
of what we would like to know 
about it. Within the last 25 years 
methods of making a chemical 
examination of the blood have im­ 
proved so that we can determine 
very accurately just what chem­ 
icals are floating around and in 
what 
concentrations. 
For 
in­ 
stance, in the case of diabetes 
where the starch metabolism is 
disturbed and the body does not 
utilize starch and sugar, it accum­ 
ulates in the blood. This we can 
measure. 


Effect of Bright’s Discase 
Again, in cases of Bright’* dis­ 
ease where the kidney is not func­ 
tioning normally, the substances 
which it ordinarily throws off such 
as urea, creatinine and other ni­ 
trogenous substances, accumulate 
in the blood stream. Normally the 
nonprotein nitrogen of the blood 
should not be more than 40; in 
Bright s disease it may be as high 
as 60 or 80 snd the amount of re­ 
tention is an indication of the 
functional capacity of the kid­ 
neys. 
This can be adjusted and helped 
by adjusting the diet and is vaiu- 
abli from the standpoint of treat­ 
ment a* well as diagnosis. 
In gout there is a disturbance 
of uric acid metabolism and the 
uric acid content of the blood can 
be very accurately measured and 
the severity of the gouty condi­ 
tion determined by this reading. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. A. M.: Is there any truth in 
the old adage that drinking wat* r 
with meals will make a person 
fa t” That is, is the water itself 
fattening, or does it tend to make 
the food you eat more digestible? 
I drink on the average three 
glasses of water with each meal. 
Answer: 
It 
is 
certain 
that 
water itself is not fattening. It is 
also probable that water drunk 
with meals goes in a kind of sluice 
along the top of the stomach and 
does not mix with the food at all 
and therefore does not make it 
more digestible. Many people find 
that waler drinking increase* ap­ 
petite, however, so this may be 
the explanation of those cases in 
which it seems to increase weight. 
I do not think that three glasses 
with a meal is too much.
